A London telegram to the Daily Press states 
that A Bill has been introduced in the United 
States Congress authorising the appointment of 
a Commission to report on the industrial condi- 
tion of China and Japan. 


The German gunboat Seealder arrived at 
Singapore from Colombo on the 16th inst 
Tho Seealder is of 1.640 tons, 2,80 horse power.

The Osaka Shoshen Kaisha is petitioning for 
subsidies amounting to 520,00 yen annually 
for extended services on the Yangtsze and the 
coast of China, and proposes to spend 700.000 
yen for building godowns at the various China 
port:. 

The Chinese Authorities have granted to a 
Native Company called the Shun On what 
practically amounts toa monopoly of the tow- 
ing business between Wucbow and Canton, 
contrary to the spirit of the Inland Waters 
Navigation Regulations. 


A serious fire occurred at Hongkong on the 
night of the 22nd instant, by which three 
.Chinese Godowns at West Point were destroyed. 
The damage to buildings and contents amounts 
to about $1,0UC,0U0, most of which is covered 
by insurance. 


A report appears in the Japanese papers to 
the effect that recently the British Government 
applied to the London office of the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha to charter some steamers. (as 
transports), The application was, however. 
refused, as the Nippon Vusen Kaisha had first 
to obtain permission from the Japanese Govern- 
ment. 

Telegrams were received at Shanghai on the 
22nd inst from Peking stating that H.B. Li 
Hang-chang would probably leave the Capital 
on the 23rd or 24th for the South, changing 
steamers at Shanghai for his new post at Can- 
ton. H E. has had two audiences of the Em- 
press Dowager since his appointment of acting 
Viceroy of the Two Kwang provinces on the 
16th instant. 


From the report of the meeting of the Ewo 
Cotton Spinning and Weaving Co., Limited, 
reprinted in another column, it will be seen that 
the Chairman suggests that the Chinese Govern- 
ment should throw over free trade and accord 
protection to the locally manufactured cotton 
as against imports from England, India, eto.

QUAIL AND THE GAME PRESER.- 
VATION LAWS. 
=~ 
(Datly Press, 27th December.) 

At the last meeting of the Sanitary Board 
a letter was submitted from Mr. C. Vivian 
Lapps, the Colonial Veterinary Surgeon, 
suggesting that the period during which 
certain classes of game may not be offered 
for sale should be extended, and that quail, 
which at present may be offered for sale all 
the year round, should be included in the 
prohibition. The Board considered the 
suggestion a good ome and decided to for- 
ward it to the Government with a recom- 
mendation that it be adopted. Now the 
question as regards quail was carefully con- 
sidered in connection with the Ordinance 
passed in 1884, and when that Ordinance 
was replaced by anuther in 1885 (the oue 
now in force) the decision arrived at upon 
that point was not disturbed, As the law 
now stands quail are included in the de- 
finition of game, and no person may kill 
or take game without wu licence, issued 
under such conditions as the Governor in 
Council may from time to time decide; but 
while pheasant and partridge are further 
protected by prohibiting their sale during 
certain months, quail may be and are sold 
in the market the whole year round. They 
As the question 
of prohibiting their sale during the breed- 
ing geason has again been raised it may be 
useful to recall the reasons by which the 
legislature was influenced in 1884. As 
originully drafted the Bill placed quail on 
the same footing as pheasant or partridge, 
but when the second reading was reached 
that ardent sportsman and game preserver, 
the late Hon. P. Ryriz, said: —“ My ob- 
“jection to the B:ll is that I am informed 
‘quail is held in high estimation by the 
‘Chinese, who use it every day in certain

The ACTING ATTOBNEY-GBNERAL—I beg, 
sir, to move the second reading of the Bill en- 
titled the Piers Ordinance, 1899.

THE ARMS AND AMMUNITION 
BILL. 


THE CASE rok THE ARMS DEALERS, 


At the meeting of the Legislative Council on 
Fhursday. Dec. 21st, a Bill entitled an Ordinance 
to amend and consolidate the law relating to the 
carriage and possession of arms and ammunition 
passed its second reading. A petition against the 
Bill had been presented by certain dealers in 
arms in the colony, and Mr. J.J. Francis, Q.C , 
appeared to lay their views before the Council. 

Mr. Francis said Your Excellency, [ ap- 
pear here to-day under the provisions of No. 52 
of the Standiug Orders of the Legislative Coun- 
ci], which provides that:—“ In any case where 
individual rights or interests of property ma 
be peculiarly affected by any propose: Bill, all 


parties iuterested may, upon petition for that 


purpose, and ou motion made, seconded, and 
carried, be beard before the Council, or any 
Committee thereof, either in person, or by 
Couusel” Though formally and strictly speak- 
ing I only represent directly the dealers in 
arms who are of Chinese nationality or Chinese 
race, I represent indirectly and necessarily ail 
the arms dealers in the colony, because the ex- 
port trade; tle import trade, and the retail trade 
are so intimately connected as different branches 
of the same business that it is impossible 
that one of (hose branches should be injurious- 
ly affected without: all the others suffering in’ 
proportion. Now, sir, in the first place‘I venture 
to sabmit for the consideration of the Council 
that the arms business:is an extensive one. At 
tho lowest estimate the anual -value is half a 
‘million dollars. That was the: estimate made 
a couple-: of): yours: ago.-and it must be 
more now.: The. arms: trade carried on 
in the colony is-carried on with Japan, 
with Korea, with!China, with the Philip- 
pine Islands, with €ochin-China, with Borneo, 
and probably also with Siam.

There is certainly a slight difference with re- 
farence to China, but only a slight difference, 
My clients admit that certain restrictions are 
right and proper and just in this ‘colony— 
that the Government has the right, aa a 
matter of self-preservation, to impose such 
restraint or restriction. The Government ought, 
therefore to have the meaas of knowing what be- 
comes of the arms which come into the colony, 
and to have the means of restraining tho sale of 
them to the Chinese in the colony and in the

Jectto them. With reference to China and the 
importation into and sale of arms in China, the 


Chinese Government ought to be left ‘in.

If the importation of arms into 
Clina is contraband, is forbidden by -the lawa 
of China: let the Chinese Government protect 
itself. We are only justified in interfering 
with the entry of arms into China in so far as 
those arms may be used by robbers’ and 
thieves and pirates, as, for instance, in ocer- 
tain portions of the West River at the present 
moment, in such 9 fashion as to be injurious 
to trade there. é 
attacking our trade it -certainly would be wise 


and prudent for us to do all we possibly. 
can to prevent their being. supplied with arma, 
and that is the only reason which can be urged 


in support of the restrictions contained in this 
Ordinance. But on the other band the Chinese 
Government is entitled to purchase arms and 
has aright to do it. All honest and respect. 
able Chinese are entitled in the disturbed state 
of the country to carry arms and’ ammnuuaition 


for their own defence. When piracy was so 


extremely rife in the neighbourhood of Hong- 
kong in the 60's, some very stringent prop 

were made—I think by Sir Richa: 
MacDonnell—with a view to checking this 
piravy.

The 
pirates and thieves will get arms in spite of 
everything we can do in this colony, because they 
will get.them in Macao, where the. trade 
in':arms is practically unrestricted. If the 
enforcement of the provisions of this Bill, 
or even of more stringent provisions, would 
prevent the pirates and thieves pn the mainland 
gotting arms well and good, let them be enforced, 
but they could have no possible result so far as pre- 
venting these people from getting supplizs of arms 
and anmunition. If they do not get them from 
here they will get them from elsewhere, and the 
only possible result will be to! drive a valuable 
trade from this colony, As I said before, if the 
pirates and thieves get their armas here, on the 
other. hand the Chinese Government and the 
honest people who are fighting against these 
thieves and pirates are also assisted, and assisted 
very: largely, by being able to’ get their arms 
and ammunition from Hongkong. Then pro- 
vision is‘made in this Bill for increasing the 
license fee, which is to be“raised from $10 to 
$1,200. I suppose it may be assamed, from the 
statement made by the learned Acting Attorney- 
General when introducing the Bill, that the 
object of this increase is uot to raise re- 
venue. Whether that is the object of the 
Government or not the Chinese will certainly 
understand it as. such. It will be looked upon 
simply as an additional squeeze. The result of 
this.:large increase will be to kill a number 
of small traders, to kill specially the more re- 
spectable of these small traders in arms, who 
can not afford, their trade! being in itself 
go small, to pay such a fee as the one proposed. 
Lane and Crawford, from whom most of us 
when we stand in need of armg.and ammunition 
buy, say distinotly that they will cease to carry 
on.the business if this Bill passes, as they can- 
not afford to pay the fee; it is not worth their 
while. If this Bill passes, with the extra- 
ordinary restriction upon the transaction of busi- 
ness, the greater portion of the respectable Ger- 
man and other firms in the colony will give up 
the trade. It will not only be an injary to the 
colony. if they give up the trade, but the tradp 
will pass into the hands of those who are 
_ utterly. reckless, who will smuggle and specu- 
late and sell their arms to whomsoever they 
like. I submit that.on these broad general 
principles, which I venture to submit to the 
Council, this Bill should not be allowed to 
be- converted into law. It contains numerous 
unnecessary restrictions upon a perfectly 
lawful and legitimate ‘rade, and the result

to carry arms about your person, to wear a 
sword, to have a revolver in your belt, to carry 
a sword cane habitually ready for use, bat the 
word has actually been applied—I believe 
there is only one decision to the contrary—to a 
coolie who is carrying arms in a box. If I send 
down a servant of mine with a revolver to 
Schmidt's to get it repaired he is carrying arms, 
he is in possession of arms, and yet in the or- 
dinary sense heisonly conveying them. I submit 
to this honourable Council that some provision 
ought to be made in this Ordinance which 
will give a more definite meaning to the 
words “carry arms,” and I think it may 
be necessary to introduce some other phrase. 
Now, Sit, my clients most strongly 
object to the power of granting licenses 
being vested in the Captain Superintendent 
of Police. He is so directly concerned in the 
preservation of peace and good order in this 
colony that it may be assumed to be to his in- 
terest to limit the trade in arms, to limit the 
carrying of arms, in every possible way, and no 
matter how impartial he may try to be, he will 
ati all times have a strong feeling which will 
always disincline him from granting in the or- 
dinary course licenses to carry arms or to deal 
inarms. The grauting of liceuses to carry arms 
should, we submit, remain in the hands of His 
Excellency the Governor, The Governor will 
as a ruls act not of his own personal knowledge 
but under advice. That advice will probably 
be ix most cases the advice of the Captain 
Superintendent of Police, but there is a very 
great difference between the Captain Superin- 
tendent of Police acting without consulting 
anybody and eatirely on his own authority, and 
His Excellency the Governor, with the full 
sense of his responsibility upon him, exercising 
his judgment and discretion on any report 
made to him by the Captain Superintendent 
of Police. Clause 5 says :—‘ No person, who has 
not a license from the Captaia Superintendent 
of Volice for the purpose, shail either carry any 
arms or ammunition or have any arms or am- 
munition in his possession in this colony,” ex- 
cept to certain privileged persons. Now thoro 
again I submit considerable confusion may arisa. 
Tt wants definition. The words “carry arms” 
should be applied in their proper meaning 
of carrying arms on the person. The question 
of possession is a totally different one. A 
man may be fairly anthorised to have arms in 
his possession, such arms as I indicated—old 
weapons, matchlock guns, a bundle of spears 
from the South Seas, Malay krises or swords— 
and have them exhibited on the walls of his 
house. But if this Bill passes no person except 
a privileged person will beat liberty to have 
any of these purely ornamental weapous. With 
reference to the classes of persons authorised to 
carry arms, the only class I am inst-uoted 
to call special attention to are the foreign officers, 
who are to carry weapons of ceremony only. 
As long as the meaning of the words “ carry 
arms” is indefinite and the words are not 
confined to their proper meaning of carrying 
arms on your person, no person belonging to 
any foreign man-of-war can go into Lane and 
Crawfords or any other firm and buy a revolver 
and take it on board his ship without a license, 
and the question will certainly arise, Is he 
carrying arms or exporting arms? Which 
license is he to obtain? Lam instructed that a 
considerable business is done in the colony with 
French and German officers coming into the 
port and purchasing arms for sporting require- 
menta, etc. They do not want them for use with- 
in the colony but are in possession of them ino 
the colony.

Now as pheasants and partridges pair in March, 
if not before, 1 recommand that the Govern- 
ment be asked to amend this part of the Ordin- 
ance so ag to read, ‘And no person shail from 
the month of March to ths month of September 
both inclusive offer for sale in this colony any 
pheasant, partridge, or quail,’ quail being in- 
cluded in the amendment for the reason that at 
present these birds are not protected at all. and 
are therefore offered for sule in the markets 
during the whole of the breeding season.” 

The Vice-President minuted—“ Mr. Ladds 
suggestions are good unes. Shooting licenses 
run from lst September to Ist March, but 
under the present law game dealers can sell 
game for a month after sportsmen are barred 
rom shooting it” 

On tha motion of the PresipEnt, seconded 
by Dr. CharK. if was decided to forward the 
suggestion to the Colonial Secretary with the 
recommendation that it be adopted.

FIGHTING THE MEN ACROSS THE RIVER... :.

DEATH INSTANTANEOUS. 


[FROM OUR ;CORRESPONDENT.] 
» Manila, 20th December. | 
The death of General-Lawton is ‘the saddest 
and heaviest-blow of the war. While everyone 
‘who-has campaigned with bim and witnessed his. 
reckless bravgry aud: contempt for danger, has 
‘ooked forward to just such an end,.yet ‘when 
the news caine it strack men like blows from 
the shoulder. Nevor has.grief been more wide. 
spread, more p:ofodad and :sincere; the whole :. : 
army had grown to love their great fearless, 
energetic, eonsiderate commander and .men who 
once served under; him were his volantary-. 
slaves. His Indian ‘campaigns and Philippine: 
sticesses,—the latter finished. only Jast(Haturday, 
when he returned from the north after months 
of tho most astonishing and complete work—— 
led him to be. looked upon by the people of 
the United States as the one man who thor. _ 
oughly understood the problem and who had 
the energy and spirit to bring about an earl 
and final solution. He was beginning the ond, . 
the clearing up of the southern provinces, which 
was considered a short matter, when death’ 
claimed him. ; 
THE RIVER FIGHT. oo 
But oh! the pity of it, that one so great 
should die in auch a. cause, under such circam- 
stances. Such abilities should be matched 
against a worthy foe. The fatal fight itself 
was a very ordinary ‘affair, suchas may happen 
every week, and it began at the croasing of the 
San Mateo river, a place that bas been captured 
and abandoned half'a dosen times during the 
insurrection. Two ‘columns left the deposite. 
and La Loma on Monday and after marohing 
the whole night through « blinding rain storm - 
a junction was formed about daylight some. 
three miles out of San Mateo. Two squadrons 
of the llth Cavalry under Colonel Lockett 
went around the town to the north, while a - 
battalion of the 29th and one battalion of the 27th 
attacked in the direct front under the personal 
leading of Lawton. ‘A swift wide rivor, swollen | 
by the. storm, separated the men from the 
enemy, who were |entrenched ,on the San. 
Mateo bank. From seven to sight ‘o'clock 
the hottest kind of a fire was oxchanged 
across the river and then an attempt was made 
to charge across batiin addition to the aconrate 
firing from the trenches the cnrrent was #0 
strong that the men. found it uecessary to 
return to their former positions. A second © 
at-ack waa opened, ahd this time the insurgent 
tire slackened a littla under the terrific yv 7 
ot the infantrymen, and a few men sucoveded in 
getting down beyond the banks and working - 
across, Lawton had been watching the advance 
from s little knoll sone distance behind and:

thus they were obliged to scatter off in the hills 
that rise close behind San Mateo.

| DIGASTKOUS FIRE AT WEST POINT.

“on o> ¢ BRAVY DAMAGES, . ; 
--A fire which bas- proved tho most disastrous 
of. any Known: in Hongkong for years past 
broke out..at- West Point on Friday night. 
It.-will be some time before anything like an 
acourate estimate of the damage is forthcom- 
ing, butit is considered by no means improbable 
that buildings and goods to the value of close 
on.e million dollars have been destroyed. A 
heavy drain will be made upon the insurance 
companies, as the buildings affected are fully 
‘insured and local insurance companies have 
heavy lines on the goods stored in them. 
~; «Tho fire originated in the Chop Yik Godown, 
which is situated at the back of 258, Praya 
West. : ‘The building was packed full of goods 
of one kind or another. including. matches, 
sulphur, crackers, tobacco, and bales of cotton 
cloth. It was about nine o’clock' when the fire 
was discovered, and though the Fire Brigade, 
under Deputy-Superintendent Baddeley, arri- 
ved on tha gcene with commendable prompti- 
tude, the fire had already assumed considerable 
dimensions, the inflammable nature of the goods 
stored causing the flames to spread with ustoni- 
shing rapidity. Shortly after the Brigade had 
got to work an explosion occurred, and a stage 
on which Constables Nitchio and Smith were 
standing collapsed. Ritchie was rather badly 
jnjared about the head and had to be taken to 
the Government Civil Hospital, but fortunately 
Smith was not mnch hurt Inspector Baker 
and. two Chinese firemen were also injured 
during the course of ithe evening. Soon 
‘afterwards a second explosion took place, com- 
pletely lifting the roof off the building and 
_(browing the debris intu the adjoining street. 
A quantity of burning ‘debris alighted on a 
preserve store and the shops Nos. 468, 47", and 
472, and set these buildings on fire, whilst the 
windows at the Gan Works and in a portion of 


_-- Des Vooux Road were shattered by the conous- 


sion. 

Quite early the godown to the east and the 
one to the west of the Chop Yik Godown 
had caught fire, and the dividing wall being 
completely shattered by the explosions an area of 
som: 600 square yards was soon one mass of 
flames. The Fire Brigade had not only the 
original fire to deal with, but were called upon 
to cope with the subsidiary -fires caused hy the 
flying barniug debris. By dint df great exer- 
tions they managed to prevent Howard's Go- 
down from sustaining avy appreciable damage, 
and on this they are to ba congratulated, as 
these godowns are very close to those which 
wore ablaze, anu it. is wondarful how the fire 
was prevented from spreading to them. 

The Brigade worked hart all night. and 
many of them were on duty all day on Satur. 
day and’ Sunday. The Chop Yik and twoad- 
joining godowns are completely gutted, and the 
walls which are left are cracked and weakened 
by the explosions and the tremendous heat 
which was engendered. 

Later 


.Further investigation as to the damage done 
by the firs at West Point shows that the er- 
timate of $1,000,000 for the three godowns and 
their contents is about right. The damage to 
the buildings may be put down at $500,000 and 
the damage to the boda ata like figure. Goods 
to the value of $300,000 are covered by insur- 
ance, and so far as.can be gathered the follow-

I see no reason why knowing how to 
write should have diminished the man's: skill 
asamason. Qn the contrary, I feel sure that 
such ignorance must have been a great draw- 
back to bim, and occasioned him-much regret 
and mortification. So much for educational 
hobbies. I was glad to find from the report of 
the headmistress that there are no Jess than 302 
names on the régister, and that the average at- 
tendance this year has been fully 12 per cent. 
higher than in 1898. Now, all the girls at this 
school may be divided into three classes: First, 
those those have tried to gain a prise and have 
succeeded in doing 80; next, those who have 
tried to gain a prize, a d have failed to do #0; . 
“lastly, those who have never taken the trouble 
to exert themselves to try and gain a: prise at 
all.

Although in hie article Sir ‘Thomas Suth- 
land does not specifically discuss tha grievance 
here alluded to, the following remarks indicate 
the view he holds upon it:— 

“ Perhaps the most conclusive proof that speed 
and regularity must be paid for, may be found in 
eontrasting the conditions of a modern mail 
steamer with those of a cargo steamer of tho 
sdme period. Take one of the latetype of both 
kinds, ‘The mail steamer, with a speed of 18 
knots, has when loaded and coaled a displacement 
of 11,485 tons, and the weight of cargo which 
she carries at that displacement amounts only 

to-2,057 tons. On the other hand, the cargo 
steamor, capable of steaming 12 knots (which is 
considerably above the apsed of the ordinary 
tpye of ‘cargo vessel), has when loaded aud 
coaled a displacement of 13,054 tons, but the 
weight of cargo which this latter s eamer can 
lift amounts to 7,376 tons. A comparison of the 
coal eoisamption and other items of expenditure 
would present an equally startling contrast, 
bat’to point the moral in this matter, it will 
probably be enough to add that the mail steamor 
hefe ‘alluded to cost a quarter-of-a-million, and 
the cargo vessel, which is fitted in a superior 
manner for her class, cost only seventy thous- 
and pounds, or little more than a fourth of the 

rice of the mail ship. Looking at these simple 

‘acts it is ensy to understand that steam vessels 
of high. speed would not be fonnd in the 

Eastern trade (where the passsenger business 


is comparatively small in extent and the season . 


of short duration) except for the purpose of 
carrying ont a mail contract.” 

“The force of the argument here put forward 
may be admitted, but nevertheless we think the

19.2.0 pee spinile against Taels 19 per spindle 
at the other mill. It is not necessary to say 
much of the sum of Taels 115,000 at debit of 
mill extension. which extension was not pro- 
o-eded with wha we found that cotton spin- 
ning was not tha great money making business 
it was imagiied to be when mills were pro- 
moted here. Our profit and loss account ends 
‘with a small credit of Tls. 14,427.56, which 
shows the year's profit to have been Tls.32,077.35, 
but you will noticy we have debited Tis. 9,802 
for repairs aul renewals, upon which a few 
words may be sid. We believe in keeping our 
machinery in order, as with care we can prac- 
tically double its life, and ouc practice has been 
to go through the ‘machines from one end of 
the mill to the other, take them to pieces clean 
them and reset them, and thus have always two 
” frames out of work aniin repair. The interest 
account may be considered heavy, bat this is 
owing to the subsoribed capital not being fally 
paid, and next year the amount will be onn- 
siderably reduced, | as the said capital is now 
allcalledup. We might, if it would have served 
any.useful end, have made the present credit 
balines aeeer by taking over stocks of cotton 
and yarn at the current market rates, but this 
year promises to; be sach @ trying one in 
consequence of the enormously enhanced price 
af cotton notonly here but, in India and in
